In HJO2 the Democrats carried Alabama with n 


electoral votes. Arkansas 
with 9, Florida with 5, 


Georgia with 13, Kentucky with 13, Louisiana with 9, 
Mississippi with 10, Missouri with 18, Nevada with 
3, North Carolina with 
12, Rhode 
Island with 4,- 


South Carolina with 9, Tennessee with 12, aggregat- 
ing 158. 


Therefore in order to elect a president and vice- 


-president in 1904, the Democrats must hold the 
States above named and in addition thereto, carry 
'enough more to give them 81 more electoral votes 
and the chances are-good for them to do so.. Certain- 
ly there are good grounds for hopefulness. 


In what States have we the best prospects for se- 


•curing, the 8t extra electors 
From 1900 to 1902 


the Republican majorities shrank in the following 
States by-more than one half. Anything approaching 
a like shrinkage in 1904 will land everyone of them 
in the Democratic column. In Wisconsin from 106,- 
ooo to 47,000, in New York from 144,000 to less 
than 9,000; in New Jersey, from 56,000 to 17,000;

They have altogether 35 electorial votes.
